The passing away of the Circuit
Couris ls but*one of the reforms of the
now code. After January 1 the Chler
Justice of the Unlted States will re-
celve $15,000 per annum, and each as-
soclute Justice $14,500.

Under the new code jurors for Fed-
eral courts will recelve thelr summons
by reglstered mall, instead of by per-
soni] vislts by deputy Unlted Stutes
marzhals, and the government will
have sIx peremptory challenges in sc-
lecting Federal court jurles, Instend of
three, Still another reform will come
in the shape of a prohibltien agalnui
members of Congress practivcing beforo
the Court of Claims here.
